New London, Conn.. Aug. !;0.—Rich- 


ird Mansfield, vho \\as consideied the 
TPiitest actor in the world, died ut 
!iis summer home, Seven Oaks, neai 
here today. The dueut cause of death 
was disease of the Iher but there weie 
other complications. 


Dr. A. S. Allen, the local physician 


who luis been in attendance 011 Alans- 
field since his arrival a few days ago 
irom Saranac Lake. X. Y., said today 
:hat death had not been unexpected. 


Quebec, Aug. 30.—Steps to besriii a 


criminal investigation into last wight's 
terrible disaster, when SO to 9O men 
lost their lives in the collapse of the 
gigantic Cantilever bridge live miles 
from here, have already been taken 
by the authorities. Every effort will 
be made to fix the blame for the dis- 
aster. If it is discovered that any 
criminal culpability exists, prosecu- 
tions will follow. The Dominion cab- 
inet will take up the investigation 011 
its own responsibility. Meanwhile ftie 
local authorities are also pushing 
their own inquiry. 


At the scene ot the disaster, 
the 


people are literaly crushed 
by 
thi 


awfulness of the calamity. The lit- 
tle villages, St. Ronald and Sillery,are 
like towns of the dead. No one is 
able to rise to the emergency. Foi 
this reason little has been done ^to- 
wards recovering the bodies. No list 
of the dead has been compiled or ev- 
en started, no steps have been taken 
to explore the great mass of broken 
and , twisted steel that stretches ou

As it was, few 


•workmen who managed to keep them 
selves afloat for a little while, wer 
down in the swift water. As a con 
sequence of the apathy of those on 
the scene, only 16 bodies had been 
recovered by midnight. Hundreds of 
•workmen were rushed today by the 
construction company to the 
scene, 


u^ 
and, commanded by skilled engineers, 
they are now exploring the wreckage, 
taking out the crushed and 
broken 


bodies of the victims. 
It will proba- 


bly be days, however, before 
real 


progress can be made in clearing the 
river, dome of the victims are known 
to have been carried down with the 
lowermost girders, and it is probable 
they were buried alive in the mud au 
gand ol the river bottom. 


The exact fate of many workmen 


may never be known. 
So far as is 


known, only 10 of the 102 workmen, 
all Americans, known to have been 
on the bridge, have escaped. Two ot 
these are at the point of death and 
of the other eight, only four are be- 
lieved to have a chance of recovery. 
Had the accident happened five min- 
utes later 
there would have 
been 


a small loss of life. The

Its estimated

of that amount had already been ex- 
pended. 
The latest estimate today 


placed the dead at 84, but those giv- 
inug out the figures admit their esti- 
mate may be too small. 


-Quebec, Canada, Aug. 30—Ninety 


men plunged to death when the super- 
structure of what was to have been 
the greatest cantilever bridge in the 
world collapsed and sank into the 
depths of the St. Lawrence river be- 
tween Sillery and St. Romoals, five 
miles from Quebec. 


All that remains of the grand struc- 


ture are its huge abutments on the 
shores and in the river a great mass 
of tangled, twisted 
steelwork 
that 


pins down the men who had been 
working on it. The scene is one of 
titter ruin. 


Nearly every man working on the 


structure was an American, employed 
by the Phoenix Bridge Building com- 


Neyertheless the great actor had been 
reported as improving.

New York, Aug. 30.—Richard Mans- 


field was born in Heligoland in 1857 
He studied for the East Indian civil 
service but soon after 
came to this 


country and opened a studio in Bos- 
ton. 
It was his hope and intention 


to become an artist and this end he 
studied art in England. 
The desire 


to become an actor, however, "was so 
great that at length he gave up his 
artistic endeavors to go on the stage. 
He played small parts in comic opera 
in England. 


He returned to the United States 


and appeared at the Standard theatre 
in New York as Dromes in L/cs Man- 
teaux Noirs. His ability soon brought 
him recognition and he appeared with 
distinction in repertoire of wide range 
from Lakoko in the Mikado to Jtioh 
ard III. Mansfield became the ownei 
of his company. He married Beatrice 
Cameron, his leading woman. 


One of his greatest successes wn 


his appearance as Cyrano de Beigeia 
in 1890, when that play and his acting 
became the popular range.

Sixty Thousand the Number of Deaths 


In India For the Year 1906. 


Wa-hincton. A-icr. 30 —The current 


issiie of tho pub'.lc hralth reports, pub- 
liMif-d by the marine hospital service, 
cor'alns a re\ iew of the mortality 
>tu-;»-.cs f-ir India for the year 1906, 
in which the numbei of deaths attrib- 
iit-d to the plague is placed at 59,619.

HARAHAN 


Issues Statement Concerning Contro- 


versy With Fleh, 


Chicago, Aug. 30.—A statement was 


issued by President Harahan of the 
Illinois Central railroad when he ar- 
rived here from New York. Mr. Har- 
ahan said: 


"On my arrival In Chicago from 


New York, I find in the papers arti- 
cles telegraphed from New York con- 
cerning an alleged occurrence report- 
ed as having taken place at a meeting 
ot the board of directors. These pub- 
lished reports do not state the facts. 
My duty and honor will not allow me 
to discuss matters or occurrences con- 
sidered or faking place at the meet- 
Ings of the board of directors, nor 
•will my dignity permit me to positive- 
ly discuss personal matters further 
than to deny the report, which un- 
doubtedly emanated from the same 
source as the reports which have been 
frequently published, to the effect that 
the friendship which existed between 
Mr. Fish and myself was broken just 
prior to my election as president of 
the Illinois Central In November, 1906. 
The fact is that Mr. Fish's actions 
had severed that friendship several 
years prior to that time." 


At the directors' meeting in New 


York Wednesday President Harahan 
and Director Fish were reported to 
Lave engaged in a fistic encounter.

" AERONAUT 


Drops Two Thousand Feet to Eartn, 


but May Live. 


Barnstable, Mass , Aug. 30.—Nearly 


5,000 persons at the Barnstable county 
lair saw "Professor" Maloney, a bal- 
loonist, drop 2,000 feet to earth, strike 
on top of a cedar fence post and es- 
cape probably with his life. As the 
visitors at the fair grounds gazed up- 
ward they saw that Maloney's at- 
tempts to cut his parachute were fruit- 
less. For fully two miles Maloney 
floated along, the gas rapidly leaking 
from the big bag above him, and he 
prepared for the long drop. Maloney 
and the balloon came earthward rap- 
idly.

field. His back was terribly torn and 
bis left arm badly injured.

A Historic Railway Station. 


The 
old Pennsylvania 
depot 
at 


Sixth street, near Pennsylvania ave- 
nue, will soon be abandoned. By Oct. 
15 the Pennsylvania railroad, and. In 
fact, all the roads entering Washing- 
ton affiliated with the Pennsylvania 
system, •will be using the magnificent 
new union station, one of the finest 
railroad stations in the world. 


The old depot possesses much his- 


toric interest, and was the scene of 
the shooting of President Garfield in 
18S1. Hundreds of visitors have made 
it a point on coming to Washington 
to see the spot where the assassina- 
tion took place. The depot was con- 
structed in 1873. 


Passing of Old Landmarks. 


Incidental to the abandoning of this 


depot by the Pennsylvania railroad 
and the prospective early abandon- 
ment by the Baltimore and Ohio of the 
one It uses, there is a sad fate in store 
for that part of Pennsylvania avenue 
that lies between Seventh street and 
the capitol, about six blocks long. The 
indications are that vrhen the new- 
union station is opened business will 
be rapidly shifted away from that part 
of the avenue to streets farther north- 
west. 


The effect Is likely to be to compel 


the closing down of many of the places 
of business on Pennsylvania avenue 
that have been landmarks of Washing- 
ton for a generation or two. 


An Ancient Jar of Preserves. 


Five hundred dollars is the price ask- 


ed by a Washington man for a jar of 
preserved pears of which he has been 
the owner for more than a quarter of 
a century. 


The fruit was put up Feb. 25, 1873, 


by Mrs. Ella C. Haller, then a resident 
of Patersou, N J. A few years later 
the jar was brought to Washington 
nnd placed on exhibition in the old 
Kiggs House barroom, Trhere it was 
admired by statesmen and public men 
generally. When it had been there for 
a year it was raffled off for charity, 
netting $1,000. 


The man who won it presented it to 


his sweetheart, and she, when she mar- 
ried another, gave it to a relative, who 
is its present owner. 


There is exactly one bushel of 


pears in the jar. They were put up in 
peach brandy and are in a perfect state 
of preservation. The name of the wo- 
man who put up the pears, together 
with the date, is on the jar, the seal of 
which has never been broken. 


Smithsonian Gets Curios. 


The Smithsonian institution has re- 


ceived and installed among the histori- 
cal exhibits in the hall of history the 
valuable historical collection of the 
late Henry R. Magruder, who died sev- 
eral months ago in Florence, Italy. 


For several years Mr. Magruder 


made his home In Florence and de- 
voted much time to gathering valuable 
works of art. Under the terms of his 
will he gave a part of his collection to 
the United States for use of the Smith- 
sonian institution. 


The collection includes a heavily gold 


mounted sword and silver pitcher pre- 
sented to Mr. Magruder's father, Gen- 
eral John Bunkhead Magruder of the 
Conferedate army, by the states of Vir- 
ginia and Maryland in appreciation of 
his services; a portrait of the donor's 
sister in pastel, a porcelain plate with 
a picture of Mme. du Barry and "an 
oil painting of Jo" and an Aztec cross. 


Proposed Episcopal Cathedral. 


The movement for the erection here 


of a Protestant Episcopal cathedral 
has been giveii added impetus and the 
aspect of a national church enterprise 
by the exhibition of the plans. 


"The style of the cathedral, as shown 
by the plans, is Gothic of the four- 
teenth century. 


In its dimensions it will be larger 


than most of the cathedrals in Eng- 
land or on the continent. The total 
length is 470 feet, and the total width 
l&i feet. 
These are external dimen- 


sions. The height to the ridge line of 
tiie roof is 130 feet, while to the in- 
ternal apex of the vaulting it is nine- 
ty-three feet. The central tower will 
rise 220 feet from the ground. The 
plan is that of nrue and aisles, tran- 
septs, choir and two chapels. Double 
aisles are planned for the nave. These 
latter will be especially useful for 
monuments and memorial windows 
and tablets. The choir terminates in 
au apsidal sanctuary. 
The building 


will be vaulted in stone throughout. 


The estimated cost of the cathedral 


is between $3,000.000 and S6.000.fKX).

FRENCH CLAIMS 


New Sultan of Morocco Issues An 


Important Proclamation. 


HIS FOLLOWING INCREASING 


DEATHS AND FDNEULS I 


Imperial 
Order of the Old Sultan 


Would

Without 


Troops and at the Mercy of Raisuli, 
the 
Bandit — Formldabla 
French 


Force to Hold Casablanca. 


Paris, Aug. 30. — Mulai Hang, ac- 


cording to dispatches received Irom 
Tangier, is rapidly increasing his fol- 
lowing, thousands of people daily 
flocking to the standard of the new 
sultan. It is reported that Magazan 
has gone over to him and that Moga- 
dor and Saffi will do likewise. 
The 


foreign and Jewish residents of the 
western coast fear that Mulai will be 
forced by the southern tribes to take 
up an anti-European attitude. 
This 


fear may prove groundless, for, ac- 
cording to a dispatch from Casablanca, 
the newly proclaimed sultan has is- 
sued a proclamation, dated Mazagau, 
in which he declares that as the pol- 
icy of Sultan Abdul Aziz had been 
ruinous to Morocco, he proposes to 
satisfy French demands and enter imto 
good relations with France and all the 
other powers. 


The proclamation is regarded as be- 


ing of the greatest importance, as it 
implies that Mulai Hafiz has the sup- 
port of all the principal tribes of the 
southern part of Morocco. 


The new proclaimed sultan, before 


starting for the coast, made several 
changes in his ministry. All the pris- 
oners in Morocco city have been set 
at liberty by Mulai Haflz. 


The Moroccan war minister, accord- 


ing to a press dispatch, has received 
orders from Sultan Abdul Aziz to rush 
two caids with troops to join General 
El Merani and start immediately for 
Fez. The warriors received the or- 
ders by couriers at Tangier. This or- 
der, if carried out, will leave Tangier 
without troops. 
This will leave the 


city at the mercy of the bandit Rai- 
sului, who recently defeated General 
El Merani after killing over 20 of his 
soldiers. 


The imperial troops who have been 


operating against the Kmass tribe 
are deserting in large numbers, owing 
to the fact that the government is un- 
able to pay them. 


It is de^ared that in view of the 


fact that Casablanca is the only port 
open to shipping during the season of 
heavy storms, which is now approach- 
ing, "War Minister Picquart and Min- 
ister of Marine Thomson have drawn 
up a scheme by which 3,000 French 
troops are to be maintained at Casa- 
blanca and 1,000 more distributed be- 
tween Mazagan, Sa, Rabat and Mog- 
ador. At the same time the warships 
will continue to patrol the coast. 


WALKED OUT 


King Edward Administers Rebuke to 


Singing of Indelicate Songs. 


Marienbad, Aug. 30.—King Edward 


has administered a rebuke to the 
singing of indelicate songs in places 
of public amusement, and his action, 
which wa^ taken publicly, has created 
intense excitement in Marienbad. His 
majesty entered Cafe Chantant and, 
after listening to one or two items on 
the program, he walked out as a pro- 
test against the scandalous nature of 
the performance. A Viennese com- 
pany was playing. His majesty was 
followed by the Duke of Teck and 
other rrfembers of his suite and all 
the Americans and Englishmen pres 
ent. "This is horrible, 
appalling," 


said the king. 


Courier-Journal Burns Out. 


Louisville, Ky., Aug. 30. — Fire at 


midnight 
destroyed 
the five-story 


building occupied by the Louisville 
Courier-Journal and Evening Times. 
It is believed all employes escaped.

TAFT ON TRUSTS 


Replies to Bryan's Statement In Hit 


Denver Speech. 


Denver, Colo., Aug. 30.—The most 


Important event of a busy day in Den 
ver for Secretary of War Taft was a 
speech he delivered on the steps of 
the state capitol. He closed his stay 
in this city with a reception given by 
Yale men at the University club, a 
dinner at the Brown Palace hotel, and 
then left town for Yellowstone park. 
The secretary's speech here in the 
main was a repetition of his Colum- 
bus speech. Ho deviated somewhat 
to reply to the published statement of 
William J. Bryan on trusts. He said 
Bryan 
wanted to exterminate the 


trusts. 
"He means by this that he 


wants the trusts dissolved into the 
constituent parts." Mr. Taft 
said: 


"We don't agree with him. We want 
the good ones continued and the bad 
ones abohbhed, and all properly regu- 
lated." 
The secretary said that the 


difference between Bryan and Roose- 
velt was that Roosevelt had faith in 
the people. He had faith that good 
men could be secured to enforce the 
laws, whereas Bryan did not trust the 
courts and offered the initiative and 
referendum as a cure-all.

In this speech he 
snatched the presidency of the United 
States from William H. Seward, who 
sat before him.

mortal—the writing and executing of 
the Emancipation Proclamation.

for her son. When the child was sev- 
en, the family moved on to Indiana, 
where two years later, 
the motner 


died. To the influence of his 
step- 


mother, however, he was always ready 
to acknowledge his deep debt of grati- 
tude. In Indiana they lived until the 
.boy was twenty-one, during wuich 
.long, hard years, he was struggling 
without books or money, for the ele- 
ments of education.

p-ears old, he earned his first df ",ar.

nlamed in him

deep horror of 


slavery in all its most deeply degrad- 
ing phases. 
In his young manhood,

In 1842 he was married to Miss Mary

Seventh, diseases tne liver 
and ultimately hardening it. 
Eighth, 


it affects the kidneys. Ninin, weakens 
the eyes, and tenth affects the wall 
of the stomach There is nothing like 
concrete examples for 
teaching 
to 


your classes the results on the bodv o1 
such indulgence. The eleventh, and 
last evil physiological eitect ot aico- 
hol on the body is its harmful effect 
on the brain. Alcohol is especially in- 
jurious to the body on account o* its 
great affinity for water.

effect of alcohol as a beverage. Firs 
it renders the thinking not clear. The 
stimulus which seems to be given is 
simply borrowing from the pi-csent for 
the use of the future, and the resul 
must be cloudiness of thought.

grinding sound from the bridge mid- 
stream. The men turned to see what 
had happened, and an instant later the 
cry went tip, "The bridge is falling!" 
The men made a mad rush shoreward, 
but the distance was too great for 
them to escape. The fallen section of 
the bridge dragged others with it, the 
snapping girders and cables booming 
like a crash of artillery. Terror lent 
fleetness to the feet of the frightened 
workmen as they sped shoreward, but 
only a few of them reached safety be- 
fore the last piece of iron work on the 
south shore was dragged 
into the 


river. 


Near the shore the wreckage of the 


bridge did not go below the surface 
of the water, and eight workmen who 
remained above water were rescued 
and taken to the hospital at Levis. 


The steamer Glenmont had just 


cleared the bridge when the first sec- 
tion fell. The water thrown up by the 
debris came clear over the bridge of | 
the steamer. The captain at once j 
lowered boats. The small boats plied 
backward and forward over the sunk- 
-en wreckage for half an hour, but 
there was no sign of life. The twisted 
iron and steel had its victims in a 
terrible death grip. 
A few floating 


timbers and the broken strands Of the 
bridge toward the north shore wers 
the only signs that anything unusual 
had happened. There was not a ripple 
on the smooth surface of the St. Law- 
rence as it swept along toward the 
gulf. All the men drowned were em- 
ployes of the Phoenixville Bridge com- 
pany and subcontractors of Quebec 
and Montreal. 


The Quebec bridge was begun about 


seven years ago, and it was to be fin- 
ished in 1909. 
Subsidies had been 


granted by the federal and provincial 
governments and the city of Quebec, 
and the estimated cost of the work 
was 
$10,000,000. 
The Phoenixville 


Bridge company of Pennsylvania had 
the contract for the construction of 
the bridge and were working from 
both side* of the river.
